UP THE WESTERN NORTH CAROLINA 
RAILROAD, 


NUMBER ONE. 


After a most fatiguing trip of one 
hundred and eighty-seven miles over 
the North Carolina, and the Western 
North Carolina Rai lroads, we reached 
the town of Newton, the county seat 
of Catawba, Monday morning in 
due time for breakfast, at the Bost 
House. 

Newton is a finished town of about 
six hundred inhabitants, has four 
churches, an excellent county news- 
paper (the Vindicator,) a male high 
school, a prohibition law and an 
organized brass band. It is a re- 
markably quiet town, not even the 
offensive sound of a hammer or the 
Sr. of an anvil is heard within its 
limits. The inhabitants seemed to 
enjoy this quietude, and weof course 
‘jined in” and were happy with 


| them. 

As above stated, Newton is happy 
in the possession of a prohibitory 
_liquor law, and consequently there is 
a very flourishing drug store in oper- 
ation. The drug store drives the 
largest business in town. 

hough the town is situated in the 
healthiest section of North Carolina, 
with all the natural advantages of 
ure mountain air, climate and good 
ree stone and mineral waters, yet the 
es are sickly and patronize the 
ruggist. The prevailing complaint 
isachronic kidney affection, which 
in many Casesis catching. Wecaught 
it precisely at 12 o’clock and straight- 
way went for the‘druggist. We found 
seventeen men and a half grown boy 
ahead of us waiting for the medicine.

The Spring Term of Catawba 
Court was in session. The venerable 
and distinguished J udge Mitchell, of 
Statesville, — ol. Walter P. 
Caldwell, of Greensboro, represented 
the State’s interest on fthe eriminal 
docket. The Court was opened by 
Jonas Kline, who for twenty-two 
consecutive years has filled the office 
of sheriff—Sherrill, a wounded Con- 
federate soldier, who sacrificed a leg 
for the salvation of his country, was 
the clerk. 

Both juries were white men. The 
history of Catawba county furnishes 
only one instance where a colored 
juryman was ever drawn. In this 
case when Jonas Kline announced 
the startling fact that he wasin duty 
and oath bound to summon a negro 
juryman for the next Court, the 
greatest consternation and excite- 
ment fell upon the people. The 
news spread even beyond the con- 
fines of Catawba, and people from 
three counties came to see that negro 
jurymen. Never was such a crowd 
seen in Newton as on the opening 
day of the Court on this occasion. 


‘Tlic nagar came in tawn follow- 
ed by a Robinson's circus bana 


procession of men, women and chil- 
dren of all colors and nationalities. 
With great difficulty he managed to 
press his way through the crowd to 
the court room, where he was the 
‘observed of all observers.’’ During 
the call of the jury list a death-like 
stillness pervaded the densely crowd- 
ed court room, which was only dis- 
turbed by the low, gentle rumbling 
sigh of relief when the negro an- 
swered to his name—just such a sigh 
as we have frequently heard in 
church after the amen of a long 
morning prayer. The colored jury- 
man served through his term and re- 
tired to the privacy of his own na- 
tive heath, where he enjoys a repu- 
tation with the “‘ cullud pussons ” of 
his section, equal to the national 
reputation of Fred Douglass. His 
counsel is eargerly sought for, and it 
is said that his influence is being felt, 
as in every instance he effects a com- 
promise with the colored disputants 
and advises them ‘‘neber go to dat 
Court House, and keep outen de law.”’ 

The State docket was unusually 
heavy for this county, numbering 
sixty cases, but was disposed of in 
two days. Only one person was sent 
to the penitentiary, John Sherrill, 
colored, ten years, for ‘‘ progekin”’ 
with wheat at oy a Tavern. 

The civil docket is light and will 
not occupy the court till Saturday.

The women who 
lend themselves to this business, and 
thereby bring prayer into contempt, 
and pander toa vulgar appetite for 
sensation, ought not to be gratified 
with the notoriety they seek.’’ 


THE State Grange of Tennessee has 
proven itself exceedingly wise, and 
we can most heartily commend to 
the whole people of the South the 
suggestions contained in the follow- 
ing resolution adopted by that body: 

Resolved, by the State Grange of

and with this increase of the corn 
crop raise his own stock of every 
kind, and do away with the necessi- 
ty of buying all of his supplies, and 
have the pleasure and gratification of 
seeing fine, fat stock of his own rais- 
ing, without any outlay to himself; 
and that the Lecturer or Secretary be 
requested to communicate with all 
the Grangesof the Cotton States upon 
the subject ; that the Lecturer or Sec- 
retary be instructed to urge upon the 
women and men of our order toadopt 
and practice a rigid economy in dress 
and other matters about their homes. 


‘“‘North Carolina Penal Law of 
Inspection—A Fatal Blow to 
Farmer’s Credit.’’ 


Under the above caption the Nor- 
folk Virginian, of the Ist inst., deals 
a heavy blow at the late law enacted 
by the Legislature of this State, in- 
tended to prevent fraud and imposi- 
tion in the sale of fertilizers, but 
which will work with great injustice 
to the merchants and farmers of the 
State, and will utterly fail to accom- 
plish the end sought by the friends of 
the measure. Weare confident the 
bill was not understood by the Leg- 
islators, being passed atthe latter 
part of the session, and we much re- 
gret that attention was net called to 
it in time to prevent itsevil workings 
during the present year. 

We do not see how any good can 
be accomplished by agitating the 
question at this time, but the follow- 


ing from the Virginian so clearly ex- 
pains whe Wituice we give 


place to it with pleasure : 


‘We had occasion lately to discuss 
the question of official inspection as 
applied to fertilizers and, consider- 
ing itin the light of reason and ex- 
perience, demonstrated the futility of 
the hope that protection to the farm- 
ing community could be ensured by 
any of inspections whatever, 
whether a rigorous chemical analysis 
should form part of it, or whether, as 
is commonly the case, it consisted 
only in the affixing to the packages 
of the article the inspector’s certifi- 


cate. Both reason and experience 
tell us that in the purchase of a com- | 


plex article, such as guano, to be ap- 

lied under many varied conditions, 
he farmer is always exposed to risk ; 
the risk of buying an article which, 
though good in itself, may not suit 
the soil or the crop it is used on, and 
the further risk of being im posed on 
by the seller, and receiving some- 


| thing of less value than he pays for. 


The former danger only the judg-. 
ment of the farmer can guard against, 
the latter he can best avoid by deal- 
ing with responsible parties. These 
facts have become at last known in 
Virginia, and guano inspections were 
years ago abolished after years of a 
costly and useless existence, and the 
House Committee on Agriculture in 
our Assembly, before which some 
petition has been brought for the re- | 
enactment of offieial inspection laws, 
has decided, it is believed, to take no 


{ action on the subject, but to respect 


the lessons of experience and the con- 
clusions of reason. 

it is therefore with the more regret 
that we see our neighbors and friends 
of North Carolina Rave not only dis- 
regarded these plain truths, but by 
recent legislation have aimed a blow 
at the very interest, that of agricul- 
ture, to protect which was theirchief | 
desire. The North Carolina Assem- 
bly, just adjourned, enacted a law re- 
quiring all packages of fertilizers to 
be accom panied by an analysis and a 
schedule showing the composition of 
the article, and further allowing the 
buyer, on suit brought for the pur- 
chase money, at any time to plead in 
bar of the recovery of such ‘debt any 
deficiency in the article of the ingre- 
dients specified in the analysis and 
schedule affixed to the parcel ; more- 
over, to establish the fact of this de— 
ficiency the certificate of the analysis 
made then by the State Geologist shall 
be presumptive evidence.

The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24 per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per ceut. wa, found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 3% per cent. of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guanoj about 12/4 per 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone phosphate.
